Manhunt Is 
Scaled Down 
For ‘Zebra’

scaled down today after police 
admitted the random stop-and- 
question dragnet was ineffec­ 
tive.

Wednesday, where Judge Alfon­ 
so J. Zirpoli heard arguments 
that the procedure was uncon­ 
stitutional. 
The .US. District Court judge 
indicated

would 
sign

temporary 
restraining 
order 
against the Police Department. 
- The hearings on two civil rights 
suits continue today. 
Chief 
of 
Police 
Inspectors 
Charles A. Barca told the court 
the program would continue but 
only 
persons 
matching 
a 
composite sketch of one suspect 
-would be stopped by roving 
teams of plainclothes officers. 
He said nearly 600 blacks had 
been stopped in six days but 
the efforts of patrolmen were 
‘unproductive and ineffective’* 
in capturing the elusive gun­ 
man or gunmen who have shot 
18 white persons, 12 fatally, 
with a .32-caliber pistol since 
last November. 
'In. Sacramento, 70 miles north 
of San. Francisco, three black 
Muslims were arrested Wednes­ 
day for the slaying of a white 
man authoritiies say appeared 
to have been fostered by the 
“ Zebra” shootings. It was the 
fourth shooting — two fatal—of 
a white in the past week in the 
state capital,. 
Protests a,gains I San .Francis­ 
co 'police tactics in. the largest 
manhunt ever launched by the 
city have ranged from demon­ 
strators mobbing Mayor Joseph 
Alioto outside City Hall to the 
court suits to condemnations 
from community leaders.

Under the guise of the Zebra 
hunt, he said, police will search 
black neighborhoods “block, by 
block, house by house” and 
seize ‘any weapons belonging 
to the citizens.’

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Senate 
is 
likely to 
pass 
a 
general 
tax 
cut 
for 
all 
Americans within the next few 
weeks, but no one should begin 
counting on bigger pay checks 
too soon. 
Many factors, both economic 
and 
political, 
must 
come 
together within the next tew 
months to produce a tax cut, 
and even if lower taxes are 
written into law, most taxpay­ 
ers won’t see any significant 
difference in their income. 
Even 
the pressures 
of an 


election year are no guarantee 
that the more fiscally conserva­ 
tive House will go along with 
toe Senate',. 
Rep. 
Wilbur Mills, 
D-Ark., 
chairman 
of 
the 
tax-writing 
House W’ays and Means Com­ 
mittee, holds the major key to 
any tax cut. He alone could 
block consideration of it against 
all but the most overwhelming 
odds. But with, his approval it 
would, be difficult for other 
House members to vote against 
something 
as 
popular 
as 
a 
decrease in the taxes of the 
American voter.

Proxmire said a tax cut 
now “ would be a tragic and 
foolish economic policy.” 
But Sens. Walter Móndale, D-

Leader 
Mike Mansfield, D-Mont., and 
other Senate liberals apparently 
have the votes to pass, the tax 
slice in the Senate. Sen. Robert 
Dole, R-Kan., a conservative, 
conceded Wednesday that the 
Senate probably would pass the 
cut because “the Senate passes 
everything.” 
On

floor 
will be a 
Kennedy-Mondale 
amendment 
combining provisions of separ­ 
ate tax bills proposed by the two 
men. 
They plan to attach the tax 
cut as a rider to a minor tariff 
bill which has already been 
passed by the House.

Tekoah. angrily walked out of 
the council meeting Wednesday 
night when members refused to 
include in the condemnation a 
reference to the Arab guerrilla 
attack that led to the raid. 
Israeli troops dynamited 20 
houses and seized 10 hostages 
in. Lebanon, earlier this month, 
in reprisal for the guerrilla 
slaying of 18 Israelis in the 
frontier town of Qiryat Shetno- 
na. 
“ Is the shedding of Jewish 
blood to be again passed over 
in silence?” Tekoah asked the 
council before 
leaving 
the 
chamber 
with 
four 
aides 
scrambling after him.. 
The council voted 13-0 with 
China and Iraq abstaining to 
condemn Israel’s “violation of 
Lebanon’s territorial integrity” 
as well as “ ail acts of violence” 
in the region. 
U.S. 
.Ambassador John. A. 
Scab sought to have 'the Qiryat 
Sheonofta incident .specifically 
mentioned 
in 
the 
passage 
condemning “ all acts of violen­ 
ce,” but his amendment was 
voted down, 7-6. 
Scali 
then 
voted 
for the 
unammended 
resolution, 
ex­ 
plaining toe reference to “ all 
violence” was also a 'Condemna­ 
tion of “the tragedy a t Qiryat 
She mona. ” 
“Without 
reference 
to the 
Qiryat Shemona massacre, and 
in all its studied ooe-sidedness, 
the resolution and its addition 
are a singularly gross miscar­ 
riage of justice,*” Tekoah said. 
Lebanese 
Ambassador 
Ed­ 
uard Chorra expressed satisfac­ 
tion with the resolution, but he 
said the world body should 
have taken “ more effective” 
action against Israel. 
China followed its polk? of 
not voting 
on 
Middle 
East 
matters. 
Iraqi 
Ambassador 
Talib el-Shibib, criticized by 
Tekoah as an Interested party, 
refused to vote in a show of 
independence. 
The resolution also called on 
“ all parties to refrain from any 
action which might endanger 
negotiations aimed at achieving 
a just and lasting peace in the 
Middle .East,.”

We can’t speak for big 
industries, but we know how a man with a 
small private business would behave in such 
a circumstance. He’d pay no attention either 
to the degree or to the discovery that it might 
not have been issued by Harvard, Yale, or 
Oxford.

- As 
Indiana farmers crop their land 
more intensively, many of them 
are becoming concerned about 
the physical condition of the 
soil, notes Jerry Mannering, 
Purdue University extension 
agronomist,. 
This concern, he adds, is 
somewhat justified for w'hen soil 
is in poor physical condition 
aditional 
fertility 
and 
top 
quality seed have little positive 
influence on crop yields. 
Mannering defines compaction 
as “the moving of soil particles 
closer together by external 
forces, such as falling rain 
(surface sealing), implement 
and livestock traffic.” Com­ 
paction increases soil resistance 
to penetration by plant roots oí- 
tilla ge implements and makes 
it more difficult to prepare a 
good seed bed. To, It adversely 
affects soil water, soil aeration, 
and temperature. 
Coarse, sandy soils rarely 
have compaction problems, but 
those containing a wide range 
of particle sizes ( a mixture 
of sand, silt and clay) may be 
the most, affected. This is 
because the 
different sized 
particles are able to come 
together closely, 
Mannering 
explains. 
Loams and sils with high clay 


content are compaction-prone. 
Soils with high organic matter 
tend to compact less than those 
without it. And sils under 
continuous row corp systems 
are generally 
more easily 
compacted than those under a 
sod-based rotation, Mannering 
points out. 
To prevent or lessen the 
p r o b l e m , the agronomist 
suggests: 
Don’t 
traffic 
when 
soil 
moisture is high; wait until soil 
moisture is tower and the 
ground will support tillage 
implements without changing 
soil structure. 
Don’t make an excessive 
number of trips over the field. 
If plow pans have developed 
because of traffic when soils 
were wet, deep chisel to break 
up the pans. 
On soils writh severe struc­ 
tural problems, consider in­ 
cluding grass and deep-rooted 
legumes in the rotation; plowing 
down heavy applications of 
animal waste or green manure 
c r o p s 
will also improve 
structure. 
On soils with surface com­ 
paction problems from rainfall 
maintain the previous crop 
residue on the surface by using 
conservation tillage systems. 
On The Farm Front

WASHINGTON (UP1) - The 
world’s poor nations may im­ 
prove their food supply slightly 
over the next decade, but they 
will probably .remain, as vulner­ 
able to mass malnutrition and 
occasional famine as they are 
today, a government economist 
warns. 
The assessment by Quentin 
M. West, head of the Agricul­ 
ture Department’s Economic 
Research Service, underlined 
Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer’s broad pledge last week 
of U.S. cooperation in an inter­ 
national effort to lift the threat 
of hunger from developing na­ 
tions. 
West, in a speech this week 
in Corvallis, Ore., outlined the 
scenario of future world food 
supplies seen by U.S. govern­ 
ment experts on the basis of 
current conditions. 
World food production, re­ 
covering from the slump of 
two years ago, will continue to 
rise faster than population 
through 1985', West said. But the 
world, in 1985' will, still, be divided 
between “have” and “have not” 
nations and “we see no easy 
solution to the agonizing prob­ 
lem of localized famine in this 
otherwise increasingly prosper- 
bus world,” he warned. 
West said agriculture econo­ 
mists estimate that grain sup­ 
plies in developed countries like 
the U.S. will rise from a 1969-71 
average of 529 kilograms per 
person annually to between 621 
and 630 kilograms in 1985. But 
annual per-person grain sup­ 
plies in pooer nations, which 
averaged. 175 kilograms in 1969- 
71, will edge up only to between 
185 and 194 kilograms by 1985, 
the estimates indicate. 


The projections showed a po­ 
tential widening of the gap be­ 
tween “have’ and ‘have not” 
nations unless something is 
done to change the outlook. In 
1969-71, the average resident in 
developing nations like India got 
33 per cent as much grain as 
the consumer in the developed 
world; by 1985, the per capita 
supply for the consumer in 
poorer nations could slip to 
about 31. per cent of the amount 
used by wealthier eountri.es.

It takes longer for a whole 
chicken to reach the required 
internal temperature of 190 
degrees than it does for chicken 
p i e c e s . Therefore, cut-up 
chicken cooks in a shorter time 
than whole chicken.

Amendment 
For Tornado 
Relief Passes 


WASHINGTON (UP1) — An 
amendment providing an addi­ 
tional $10 million in relief for 
victims of midwestern tornadoes 
was passed Tuesday by a Se­ 
nate subcommittee. 
Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., spon­ 
sor of the amendment, said he 
was confident the measure would 
pass the full Senate Appropria­ 
tions Committee and the Senate 
itself. 
Bayh on April 4, one day after 
the tornadoes, proposed that the 
additional funds be included in 
the 1974 Second Supplemental 
Appropriations bill. Bayh said 
his recommendation was based 
on information from the Depart­ 
ment of Housing and Urban De­ 
velopment which said all but 
$63 million in the Disaster Re 
lief budget would be exhausted 
by June 30. 
“ I am gratified th at a m ajori­ 
ty of my colleagues on the sub­ 
committee agreed with my as­ 
sessment that substantial new 
funds 
arc 
urgently 
needed,’ 
Bayh said. “ News sources have 
reported that 20,000 homes and 
places 
o f business have been 
damaged or destroyed by the 
disaster. Based on past exper­ 
iences, it appears that the funds 
required for assistance will far 
exceed the amount now avail­ 
able.'
